“and in these two ratkeowe aré become 
mote accustomed to obedienée than to 
self-government.” It is significant that 
there is no French equivalent for “ self- 
government” and M. Etcheverry uses the 
Baglish words in his article, 

Bureaucracy is, indeed, widespread in 
France. There~is no such passion for it 
anywhere else. Every Frenéhman seeks 
an office, and he estimates there are 400,000 
officeholdiers in a nation of 7,000,000 voters, 
an ehormous proportion. When to thesd 
are added the 700,000 men in the army 
and navy there are one-sixth of the voters 
who are accustomed to receiving orders 
from above and blindly obeying them. Thus 
France is a bureaucracy rather than a 
democracy. In the struggle for offices sight 
is lost of all else. oh
